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Art Show features Queer students

On Tuesday, November Ist, the 
Concordia Queer Collective will 
continue their year-long 15th anni- 
versary celebrations with a 
vernissage of Concordia gay and 


#mlesbian artists. The art show, which 


will continue until November Sth at 
the VAV Gallery (VA Building, 
1395 René Levesque West) will 
display the works of ten Concordia 
artists who responded to the Collec- 
tive’s call for submissions. 

Two-thirds of the artwork dis- 
played has been generously donated 
by the artists and will be auctioned 
off in a silent auction in support of 
breast cancer research. The Queer 
Collective chose the cause to ben- 
efit the lesbian members of their 
group. Since lesbians are in a very 
low risk group for contracting HIV, 
the CQC’s usual cause, this move is 
seen as being more responsive to 
the concerns of lesbians. 

Breast cancer is known as the 
“silent killer’ of women, and until 
recently, has received little atten- 
tion from the public or the media, 
thus the symbolism of a “silent” 
auction.

If you’ve been wondering what 
happened to “Eat Your Peel” since 
the referendum last spring, you’ ll 
be happy to know they are getting 
organized and are here to serve 
your interests. 

The cooperative, which began as 
several volunteers from Q-PIRG 
(Québec Public Interest Research 
Group) here at Concordia, has since 
become an autonomous organiza- 
tion which hopes to open a store in 
the near future. The prospective 
store idealistically stands to mini- 
mize environmental impact by pre- 
senting produce grown with eco- 
logically sound agricultural prac- 
tices such as organic produce grown 
from small farms and market gar- 
dens. However, in keeping with the 
times Natalie St-Pierre, aFood Coop 
board member assured that the coop 
has an invested interest in offering 
reasonable food prices as well. 

Through food fairs, the most re- 
cent one held on October 7, “Eat 
your Peel” hopes to increase aware- 
ness of its existence and spark inter- 
est in the minds of Concordia Stu- 
dents.

Senate — 


Briefs _ 
_ The Senate meeting held Friday, 
October 28, 1994 was a full three- 
and-a-half hours long, and raised a 
number of important issues: 

Interim Rector Bertrand com- 
mented on the Axworthy 
Proposal,reporting thatat a meet- 
ing of Québec Rectors, he had been 
informed that the cuts in transfer 
payments to provinces for educa- 
tion were "very likely’, with a tar- 
get year of 1997. Additional bad 
news stemmed from the Interim 
Vice-Rector Institutional Relations | 
& Finance, who informed Senate 
that Concordia’s enrollment had 
dropped significantly enough to cut 
the operating budget by almost 
five million dollars. 

Changes in the Industria! Engi- 
neering program were passed 
unanimously. Dean Taddeo has re- 
quested that the accreditation board 
(CEAB) visit immediately to as- 
sess the new program in an attempt 
to see the program accredited in 
time for June 1995 graduates. 

Student Senators held the stage 
on the issue of the Code of Ethics. 
On behalf of the Student Caucus. 
Senator Olaf de Winter moved that 
the introduction and first four chap- 
ters of the document be approved. 
Sensing that some members of Sen- 
ate were still not satisfied with the 
document, de Winter moved that a 
committee be struck to assess col- 
aC conce | review the 
documentin time for the next meet- 
ing of Senate, December 9. Senate 
voted and accepted this motion. 

The Trimester Committee pre- 
sented its final report. While acom- 
plete trimester system was not rec- 
ommended, a thirteen-week sum- 
mer semester was approved, with 
six-and-a-half weeks for each ses- 
sion, starting in Summer, 1995.
